Stall space in Gettysburg's new 
Indoor market house in the remod­ 
eled und enlarged Legion building, 
Baltimore street, will be sold at the 
rate of 25c per day on a yearly con­ 
tract or 40c per day i f the huckster 
does not want to sign a contract for 
one year. 
On 
the 
yearly 
contract 
basis, 
hucksters can ase the indoor market 
house for the sale of their farm 
produce three days a week, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday, tor a total 
cost of $29 per year 
If the huckster does not w ant to 
sign u contract to use the market 
house 
for 
one 
year, 
he 
will 
be 
charged 40c per day. 
lf the huck­ 
ster uses the market house three 
days a week for 52 week«s it will cost 
him $62 40 for tile entire year. 
Council fixed these rates at a sp e ­ 
cial meeting. Wednesday evening, in 
the ho tx1 that hucksters would take 
advantage of th e yearly c o n tract 
and thus take advantage of the sav­ 
ing of $23 .40 over a per lot! of one 
year. 
The burgess and borough solicitor 
will confer, draw up contracts and 
have them ready for signature by 
hucksters in the early future. 
As soon as the market house is 
completed and all the stalls con­ 
structed, council will advertise the 
sale of stalls for five days and posi­ 
tion in the market house will be 
"first come, first served."

Each 
stall will be provided with look mid 
key to permit the fanner to lock up 
paper bags, twine and such o ther 
miftcellaneoas articles as he uses 
each market day and those elim ­ 
inate the transportation of those 
articles each tim e the farmer ap­ 
pears at the m arket. 
Behind th e 
counter stalls will tx- shelves for ad­ 
ditional displays. 
The other type of stall is called 
tile "modernistic.” 
It is a three- 
level stair-type display.

will be 20x33 inches for a total dis­ 
play space of 13 square feet.

cause of its convenience for display­ 
ing boxes or crates of fruits and

Says T em ple Is N otary 
H olt, com m entin g on th e asser­ 
tion, said: 
"Allen G. T em ple is a notary of 
th e sta te road com m ission and was 
fully authorized to perform all th e 
work of notaries" 
"The certificate so filed by the 
said R ush D. H olt w as n ot acknow l­ 
edged by any official w h atsoever,’’ 
th e m em orial says after citing the 
election law.

Cocklln and Krafsig offered 15 per 
cent of their receipts to the city for 
the concession, but four other bid­ 
ders offered higher percentages. 
Director Frank took the position 
that past experiences showed that 
concessionaires coaid not, or did not 
comply after bidding a high sum for 
the contract. He said he felt that 
it was more consistent to take an 
average percentage with reasonable 
certainty of getting the money, es­ 
pecially when “it is as equitable a 
percentage as could be and I know 
who I am dealing with." 
Exchange of remarks revived the 
old political feud, which may bt* car­ 
ried to the coming September pri­ 
maries lf threats are carried out.
